The funeral o f the late Jo hn Hindi- 
man, a fo rmer resident o f his eo nnty , 
who died 
at 
Greenfield Thursday 
nig ht,¡o f inflammatio n o f the bladder, 
was held at 2 o ’clo ck this afterno o n 
in St. Paul’s M. E. church, this city , 
co nducted by Rev. Virgil W. Tevis. 
The funeral party left Greenfield at 
11 o ’clo ck and came to this city o n a 
Special tractio n car. 
The funeral was

largely attended. 
Interment ¡was in 
East H ill cemetery . 
During his residence 
in Hanco ck 
co uny . Mr. Hinchman was engaged 
in the sto ck business. 
He was elected 
co mmissio ner o fjlanco ck co unty , no t­ 
withstanding his being an ardent Re­ 
publican, but was defeated fo r co unty 
treasurer in 1876, which he alway s 
said was due to the great speech in 
that city that y ear by the late Ro bert 
G. Ingo rso ll, who made a plea fo i 
straight vo ting and no scratching, the 
o nly thing po ssible that wo uld elect 
a Republican in Hanco ck co unty . 
He cast his first vo te fo r William 
Henry Harriso n, befo re he had attain 
ed his majo rity . 
It was no t a crime 
to do this in tho se day s if o ne co uld 
pass the challengers. 
The o nlv Demo ­ 
cratic vo te he ever cast was fo r his 
grandso n, Maj o r-elect Jo hn B. Hinch­ 
man, o f Greenfield. 
Mr. 
Hmehman spent last winter 
with his so n, Dr. J. Vincent Hinch­ 
man, in Bro ck, Neb., and since his re­ 
turn to Greentield had been with his 
so n-in-law, Dr. M. M. Adams, the 
co nditio n o f his health demanding a l­ 
mo st co nstant medical attentio n. 
Mr. Hinchman was a po werful man 
phy sically until his ailment attacked 
him fifteen y ears ago . 
He was six 
feet o ne inch tall and built pro po r­ 
tio nately . 
It was during the seventies 
and 
while the fair 
was o n at the o ld 
gro unds so utheast o f Greentiled that 
Mr. H inch mans strength asserted itself 
and caught, bo und and bro ught to the 
Greenfield jail a no to rio us thief by 
the name o f Wilso n, who m lie caught 
abo ut to enter his ho use. 
Wilso n said he was the o nly man in 
Indiana that co uld ho ld a frightened 
ho rse with o ne hand and subdue and 
tie him with the o ther. 
A plo t was j 
laid at that time to secure the receipts j 
Of tto e Hanco ck co unty fair fro m the 
treasurer, and Wilso n was o ne o f the 
gang fo r that pnri o se. 
Mr. Hinchman was ho rn in Virginia! 
March 20. 1822 ; came to Kush co unty 
in 1840, and fo ur y ears later married 
Miss Charlo tte Blaeklidge, daughter 
o f Mr and Mrs. Jo hn Blaeklidge, a 
pro minent family o f this co mity , who 
came fro m Kentucky . 
Mr. Hinchman 
went to Huuo o ek 
co unty ini 802, ami lo cated so utheast 
o f Greenfield. 
Mrs. Hinchman died 
iln 802. 
They had five children, all 
o f who m are living 
Dr. Jo seph V in­ 
cent Hinchman, o f Bro ck, Neb. : Mrs. 
Nancy Adams, Jo hn M., o f Green- 
fijld ; 
Mrs. Rebecca Go ldsmith, o f 
Kinsley , Kas., and Mrs. Rho da Mo r 
ris, who lives o n the farm iu this 
co unty . 
The last two children are 
twins. 
Mr. Hinchman "ever united 
with any church, but attended the 
Meho dist Episco pal services. 


Ferdinand

T. Brann, when he had a bakery in 
co nnectio n with his gro cery .

wards he wo rked fo r many y ears in 
the 
bakery 
o f 
Mr. 
James Glo re. 
Abo ut ten y ears ago he qnit wo rking 
tt his trade o n acco unt o f his age. 
Since that time lie filled the o ffice o f 
co nstable np to several mo nths ago . 
when he went to jive with his eldest 
so n, near Co lfax. 
He was a so ldier 
o f the Civil war in an Ohio regiment, 
And as snch drew a pensio n. 
Mr. Geiger leaves a so n and daugh­ 
ter by a first marriage, who live o n 
farms near Co lfax , Clinto n co unty , 
Indiana, and three so ns, Will, Ira and 
Lewis Geiger, by a seco nd marriage.

There were 
two men and their wives when they 
arrived in this city , each party hav­ 
ing a wago n. 
Acco rding to rthe man's sto ry o ver- 
fche pho ne, jnst after they arrived in 
this city , his partner’s wife skipped 
and then to get even, his wife went 
to the o ther fello w ’s bunk to stay . 
Rather than create a disturbance he 
left them alo ne and came to telpeho ne 
at the canning facto ry to tell the po ­ 
lice the tro uble. 
But when he relum ­ 
ed to camp the birds had flo wn, leav­ 
ing no thing but an empty nest. 
His 
wife and the o ther man had left and 
were o n their way to Edinbnrg. 
The stranger hastened to this city as 
quuickly as po ssible and went to the 
po lice statio n. 
He again to ld them 
his tro uble bnt they co uld do no thing. 
His partner and wife had o utwitted 
him and are no w’ do ubtless o n their 
way to Chicago .

On each side o f Main street 
fo r a blo ck and a half, every thing is 
swept clean. 
Eleven

It is the understand­

Many believ e it is the be­ 
ginning of a general inv estigation of 
the Indiana life insurance companies. 
It has been known at the statehouse 
for some time that Gov ernor Hanly 
was making an inv estigation of the 
securities deposited with the auditor 
by the life insurance companies. 
It is 
suspected that he may hav e inspired 
the inv estigation of the State Life. 
The latter is the largest and oldest 
life insurance company in the state. 
It has written a v ast amount of busi­ 
ness in ev ery county. 
It is not believ ­ 
ed that it is in any way insolv ent or 
that any scandal can be attached to 
the m anagem ent 
The State Agency 
company has lately come into a lot 
o f 
criticism because of the big returns 
it offered to inv estors and the large 
div idends promised to the men who 
took out insurance with the State Life 
under the new plan. 
This is thought 
to hav e been the principal reason for 
the inv estigation. 
Auditor Bigler said 
today that It will be v ery thorough. 
After it is completed the policy hold­ 
ers will know how they stand. 


One of his friends said that Gov ­ 
ernor Hanly is now in closer touch 
with the legislativ e candidates than 
anyone else, and that many of them 
are straight-out Hanly men and will 
work with him from the start. 
His 
political associates are beginning to 
feel that he will hold the whip hand 
and will be able to get about what he 
wants, although the combined inter­ 
ests opposed to him may “giv e him a 
run for his money.” 
The gov ernor is 
liable to giv e the liquor interests a 
sev ere Jolt, as it was learned at the 
jstatehouse that he is contemplating 
recommending an am endm ent to the 
Moore law to prov ide for county re­ 
monstrances against applicants for re­ 
tail licenses. 
The Moore law pro­ 
v ides for remonstrances for wards or 
townships. 
It was also said that the 
gov ernor may fav or a high license law’, 
but he Is liable to stir up a greater 
hornet’s nest if he endeav ors to obtain 
a law’ giv ing the gov ernor and the a t­ 
torney general authority to instruct 
the prosecuting attorney of a county 
to bring any prosecution they may 
deem necessary. 
Such a law would 
not only enable the gov ernor to keep 
the lid on ev erywhere, but would giv e 
him power to make the big corpora­ 
tions “lie down and roll ov er” when­ 
ev er he tho ught they were no t liv ing 
up to the law. 
It is likely that the 
great co rpo rate interests o f the state 
would o ppo se such a law ev en mo re 
v igorously 
than 
the elements 
that 
want an elastic construction of the 
law-enforcement statutes.

Paris, July 
14.—The scene of tu­ 
multuous disorder which marked the 
enactm ent yesterday of the law re­ 
storing Alfrey Dreyfus to the army 
was followed by a bloody duel last 
night 
in w’hich Under-Secretary of 
State Sarraut was dangerously wound­ 
ed by the sword of M. Pugliesi-Conti. 
The duel assumed the aspect of a v er­ 
itable combat between the gov ernment 
and the opposition, as M. Sarrairt’s 
seconds were Ministers Clemenceau 
and Thompson, while M. Pugliesi-Con- 
ti’s were M. Millev oye and General 
Jacquet, who were drawn from the 
elements which bitterly resist the gov ­ 
ernm ent’s rehabilitation of Dreyfus. 
The meeting followed a fight on the 
floor of the chamber of deputies, in 
which M. Sarraut sprang from beside 
Minister of the Interior Clemenceau. 
sitting on the ministerial benches, on 
M. Pugliesi-Conti, who had been heap­ 
ing denunciation on the members of 
the gov ernment as scoundrels. 
Sar­ 
raut struck Pugliesi-Conti a stunning 
blow in the face. 
A scene of the wild­ 
est uproar ensued, compelling the sus­ 
pension of the session. 
It was after 
the close of the session that the duel 
occurred. 
Late reports show that M. 
Sarraut 
is 
suffering 
from 
a 
deep 
wound in the right breast, penetrat­ 
ing the lung 
While the wound is 
considered to be serious it is not nec­ 
essarily dangerous. 
Despite 
this 
sanguinary 
conflict 
laws were finally enacted by the cham ­ 
ber of deputies reinstating Dreyfus, 
who obtains the rank of a chief of 
squadron of artillery’, and Pioquart, 
who is made a brigadier general. Both 
houses were ov erwhelmingly fav ora­ 
ble to Dreyfus and Picquart. Through­ 
out the day feeling was stirred in­ 
tensely by the Dreyfus and anti-Drey­ 
fus elements. 
This was heightened 
by 
fierce 
attacks 
by 
Dreyfusfsts 
against 
General 
Mercier and other 
prominent officers who were responsi­ 
ble for Dreyfus’s condemnation. 
Ear­ 
ly In the day Minister of W ar Etienne 
presented the gov ernment bills restor­ 
ing Dreyfus and Picquart to the army. 
Minister Etienne’s explanatory 
pre­ 
amble to the Dreyfus bills said: 
“A decision has Judicially and def­ 
initely established the innocence of 
the accused inv olv ing ipso facto his 
reinstatem ent In the arm y and ex­ 
punging his condemnation. 
The gov - 
■ernment, powerless to repair the im­ 
mense material and moral injury sus­ 
tained by the v ictim of a deplorable 
judicial error, desires to place Drey­ 
fus in the situation he would hav e oc 
ctipled if his normal career had not 
been interrupted.” 
The preamble to the Picquart bill 
said: ' ‘Proclamation of the innocence 
of Dreyfus dem onstrates the legitima­ 
cy of Picquart’s loyal and courageous 
efforts for the triumph of truth at the 
risk of definitely breaking his career. 
We demand that parliament expunge 
the effects of his action by the con­ 
ferment of the rank of brigadier with 
priority ov er other brigadiers ” 
The army committee quickly and 
unanimously reported the bill and the 
debate in the chamber of deputies was 
decisiv e, Dreyfus securing 47 3 v otes 
against 
42 . and Pienuart 467 v otes 
against ¿L 
The feeling bed then become v ery 
strong 
The storm broke when M. 
Pressense. Kxdalist, urged a supple­ 
m entary proposition f<*r the punish­ 
ment of the officers who had accused 
Dreyfus and Picquart and whom he 
designated as a gang of malefactors 
and forgers who deserv ed branding 
with red-hot irons 
It was at this 
moment that the Sarraut Pugliesi-Con­ 
ti encounter occurred 
M. Pugliesi- 
Conti. aroused by M. Pressense’s de­ 
nunciation. shouted at the ministerial 
benches: 
“You are scoundrels for per­ 
mitting these insults to officers.” 
Immediately from the 
ministerial 
benches there sprang the lithe, wiry 
figure of Secretary Sarraut. 
He made 
straight for Pugliesi-Conti, seized him 
by the throat and planted his right 
fist squarely in his face. 
Pugliesi- 
Conti reeled, dazed by the blow, and 
w’as caught by his friends, while Min­ 
isters 
Clemenceau 
and 
Thompson 
grasped S arrau t’s coat-tails and drag­ 
ged him back to his seat. 
Pandemonium 
immediately 
broke 
loose. 
Deputies gathered in groups 
in the center of the nouse, fighting, 
their blows raining Indiscriminately. 
President 
Brisson 
ineffectually 
en­ 
deav ored to quell the tumult, but find­ 
ing his efforts in v ain, he left the 
chair and suspended the sitting for 
a quarter of an hour. 
The public gal­ 
leries were cleared. 
During the interim the ex citement 
continued, 
but at the resumptio n of 
the sitting the member» were so m e­ 
what mo re calm. 
MM. Pugliesi-Co nti 


and Sarraut were bo th present sur­ 
rounded by friends. 
Sev eral speaker» 
o n the go v ernment and opposition 
sides exchanged threats. 
Ev entually , 
after Prem ier Sairien had 
promised 
that the go v ernment wo uld take the 
necessary measures to deal with the 
officers 
who 
had 
been 
witnesses 
against Drey fus, and requested that 
the ho use terminate the co nflict that 
had been div iding France, a mo tio n 
was passed ex pressing co nfidence in 
the go v ernment. 
The chamber also v oted to transfer 
the bo dy of Emile Zola to the Pan­ 
theon. 
The senate had also an exciting ses­ 
sion in connection with the Dreyfus 
rehabilitation bill, which w’as passed 
by 18 3 v otes against 30 . 
The result 
w’as 
greeted 
with 
enthusiastic 
ap­ 
plause. 
The Picquart bill was passed 
by the senate by 18 5 to 26. 
General Mercier in the midst of con­ 
stant disorder attem pted to v indicate 
the Rennes courtmaritl 
He declared 
that proofs were then shown which 
were suppressed in the supreme court. 
Senator Delped replied that General 
Mercier deserv ed to be sent to Dev il’s 
Island in place of Dreyfus. 
The bill for the transfer of Zola’s 
body to the Pantheon also was enact­ 
ed by the senate. 
Both houses then 
adjourned until autumn. 
President Fallieres last night signed 
the enactm ents for the rehabilitation 
of Dreyfus and Picquart. and the de­ 
crees of promulgation appeared in the 
Official Journal today, which also con­ 
tained the inscription of Dreyfus on 
the list for early nomination to the 
Legion of Honor. 
After the sitting of the chamber of 
deputies and while the members were 
still in the lobbies, M. Pugliesi-Conti 
sent his seconds to Under-Secretary 
Sarraut. 
It was decided to fight im­ 
mediately with swords, and princi­ 
pals and seconds proceeded by auto­ 
mobiles to the Ville D’Auray, where 
the combat occurred.

Pittsburg, July 14.—Experts in hand­ 
writing called as witnesses in the di­ 
v orce case of August Hartje against 
liis wife, Mary Scott Hartje, took up 
the entire time yesterday In the hear­ 
ing of the case in court. 
Beside the 
professional handwriting men a num­ 
ber of bank clerks and officials were 
called by Mrs. H artje’s counsel, and 
although not qualifying as experts, the 
testimony of the bank men was ad­ 
mitted because of their knowledge of 
signatures. 
M. D. Ewell, the Chicago expert for 
Mrs. Hartje, on the stand, said: 
“I 
would undertake myself to simulate 
the handwriting of the 30,000 words 
in these letters.” 
The H artje counsel took up much 
time with attem pts to get the expert 
for the respondent to admit that cer­ 
tain peculiarities of the accepted and 
genuine writings were the same. This 
was successful in but few instances.
